The moft pertinacious 
and vehement Demonfirator may be wea- 
ried in Time by continual Negation; and 
Incredulity, which an old Poet, in his Ad- 
drefs to Raleigh, ‘calls she Wit of Fools, ob- 
tunds the Arguments wich it caanot an- 
fwer, as Woolfacks deaden Arrows though 
they cannot repel them. 

Mauy Relations of Travellers have been 
flighted as fabulous till more frequent Voy- 
ages have confirmed their Veracity ; and it 
may reafonably be imagined, that many an- 
cient Hiftoriang are unjultiy  fafpeded, of 
Falhood, only becaufe our, own Times af- 
ford nothing that refembles them. .; 

Had only the Writers of Antiquity. infor- 
med us that there was once a Nation in 
which the Wife lay down upon the burning 

le only to mix-kex Afhes with thofe of her 
Hutband, ‘we thould have thouzht a Tale to 
be told with that of Endymiou’s Commerce 
with the Moon. Had only a fingle Tra- 
veller informed us that many Nations of the 
Earth were black, we.fhould have thought 
the Accounts of Negroes and of the Pho- 
Mix equally credible.

Advices by a Mail from Flanders. 
Prague, Nov. 24. 

T was by expre(sorder of the King of Proffia, 
& that Gen. Finck, againft his own opinion, 
took the pofition, of which he is likely to feel 
the confequences. 

Hanover, Nov.27. Prince Ferdinand has kept 
the field (o long, tobe able to anfwer by a grand 
ftroke that whith his Preffian Majetty was to 
make in Saxony. But the whole plan is difson- 
verted by an event which we could not have 
thought poflible. The viciffitudes of this war 
are fingular. The battle of Bergen, loft by Prince 
Ferdinand, broke the King of Pruflia’s meafures. 
The viétory of Minden again was a miracle 
which -reitored more than had been loft. But 
our joy was foon damped by the lofs of two 
‘battles againit the Ruflians. And now, in the 
very moment that the King of Pruffia, fure of 
‘conquering M. Daun, was principally employed 
‘im means to cut off his retreat, his Generals 
have Jof# a third of his army. We know not 
show it will fare with him now, or how Prince 
Ferdinand will raife his camp with fafety. 

els, Dec. 4. ‘The atfair of Maxen was fo 
fingular, that we could {carely credit the whole 
ef it till we recerved the confirmation from Vi- 
enna and the army. A courier at length arrived 
here the day before yetterday, preceded by 24 
poftillions. The cannon were immediately fired, 
and Te Deum was yefterday performed in the 
burch of St. Michael. 

Vienna, Nov. 24. The following relation of 
_the affair of Maxen is publifhed by this Court. 

«© The K. of Praffia had joined his brother P. 
Henry the 13th, and the fame day canfed Meif- 
fen to be occupied by Gen, Wedel. That corps 
atterwards advanced, and tlre King’s army fol- 
lowed it as far as Keffelfdorff, not without hav- 
ing bis light troops often engaged with the 
Hungarians. Count Daun fixed his quarters 
the 17th at Plauen; and that fame day ac- 
counts were fent from .the King’s army to Ber- 
lin and Magdebourg, that his Majefty had 
found means to cut off Marfhai Daun’s com. 
munication with Bohemia, by making General 
Finck’s corpsoccupy the poft of Dippoldefwalda 
and the defiles of Maxen and Ottendorf, by 
which all that remained of Daun's army muft 
pafs to return into Bohemia. They wrote that 
the Marfhal would be forced to come to an ac- 
tion, and that he had no refource but in victory. 

** According to the inftru€tion and exprefs 
order of the King, Gen. Finck turned the Im- 
perial and Royal army by its left flank, and be- 
lieving he had cut off the communication with 
Bohemia, pofted himfelf at Maxen, placing on 
the hill to the right of the village three batta- 

lions, with a battery of ten pieces of cannon. 
The reft of the Pruffian corps put themfelves in 
order of battle behind the villaze, fronting the 
corps commanded by Gen. Brentano. The 
Field-Marfhal, who pretty well knew what 
ground the enemy would make choice ef, made 
his difpofitions for attacking them on the zoth. 
He afterwards fent to reconnoitre the poft on 
the hill, and the report having confirmed the 
conftant fecurity of the enemy at that place, he 
pet in motion, about three in the afternoon,

“© The Pruffians then made a half wheel- 
about by their left, and advanced againft the 
Auttrian g»-nadiers who were climbing up the 
hill. The fire of the musketry was great on 
both fides, till the Pruffians, being difinayed, re- 
tired in great diforder. The ardour of the 
Auttrian grenadiers, made the Marfhal appre- 
bend ‘that the enemy's cavalry would attack 
them unexpettedly, and theretore he caufed the 
fecond Jine of intantry of the referve to ad- 
vance, in order to fupport them in cate of 
need. But there appeared no Pruffian cavairy. 
The Auktrian grenadiers, who in the purfuit 
had paffed the village of Maxen, put themfelves 
inorder to attack the enemy upon the heights be- 
hind the village, and upon which they had rallied 
tomake a ftand; buttheintrepidity of thegrena- 
diers not permitting it, they quitted the heights 
of Maxen, with the hopes of being better able to 
detend themfelves upon thofe of Schmorfdorff, 
which they accordingiy occupied. The Field 
Marhhal fent thither the regiment of young 
Modena dragocns, which. was fupported by the 
grenadiers. ‘Thofe dragoons charged {word in 
hand, and diflodged the enemy, who by favour 
of the night, made their laft retreat towards 
Falkenhaya. The night, which favoured Gen. 
Finck, onliged the Marfhal ‘to ftop his troops 
fhort on the field of battle, and to wait under 
arms for day-break. Already he lad gained a 
victory, of which 30 pieces of cannon, four 
pair of colours taken from Finck’s :egiment by 
the regiment of Young Modena, and another 
flag and ftandard, were the trophies. 

** At break of day on the ar1ft, the Field- 
Marthal on the field of battle made the difpoti- 
tions for a new attack. During the night he 
had made thofe which were neceilary to cut off 
the enemy's retreat; and had done it fo com- 
pletely, that Gen. Finck found himfelf entire- 
ly enclofed. Diiven to the valley of Muglitz, 
which he could not deicend but by a fteep pre- 
cipice ; blocked up on his right by General de 
Brentano, who tormed a wall of bayonets; 
prefied on his left by General de Sincere, &c. 
and expofed to the fire of his own artillery, 
there remained only the paflage of Giefhubel 
and Dohna, occupied by a detachment of the 
German army, which the Marfhal had placed 
there the 14th. Certain of being crufhed betore 
he could reach that paffage, the Pruffian Gene- 
ral waited not for the attack for which the Au- 
ftrian grenadiers were ready ; but fent a trum- 
pet to the Marshal to demand capitulation. 

*¢ Count Daun granted it in one fingle article. 
The Lieutenant-General Finck, eight other 
Pruffian Generals, and the Col. Woliterfdorff, 
who that day pertormed the fervice of Major- 
General, were received prifoners of war, with 
19 battalions and 35 fquadrons, which compofed 
that corps of the army; 64 pieces of cannon, 
50 flags, and 25 ftandards, tel] into the hands 
of the conquerors. This was an army {tronger 
by S000 men than the Saxon army which capi- 
tulated the 18th of O&ober 1756, after-havine 
held out fix weeks againft all the forces of thc 
King of Pruffia.

King of Pruffia’s Head-quarters at Willfdruff, 
Nov. 24. On the 22d inftant, we received here 
the very difagreeable news of the event that 
has happened to Lieut.-Gen. Finck, and the 
troops under bis command. He had been de- 
tached by his Pruffian Majefty to take poft at 
Maxen, a finall village fituated in the road trom 
Saxony into Bohemia, which he accordingly 
effected. On the zoth he was attacked by a fu- 
perior force of the enemy, and drove from his 
poft, retiring by Dohna; but on the next day, 
finding himfelt furrounded on all fides by the 
Auttrians, he was obliged to capitulate, and ac- 
cordingly furrendered himfelf prifoner of war, 
together with eight other General Officers, and 
his whole corps, which is reckoned to confitt of 
about 35 {quadrons and 17 battalions; the latter 
however :nuch weakened by the campaign they 
had made againft the Roffians. 

We thought yelterday that we were at the 
eve of a battle; the Aultrians having advanced 
towards the polt of Keffel{dorff,which was occu- 
pied by Gen. Ziethen with our van guard, and 
having even begun cannonading that village, 
though without any effeét. The King being in- 
formed of it, ordered the army immediately to 
advance; but the enemy having, probably, no 
ferious intention to come to a general action, 
retired before we were able to engage them. 
To day every thing remains quiet. 

Hague, Dee, 4. The laft letters bring nothing 
very interefting from the armies upon theLahne. 
Prince Ferdinand’s head quarters continue ftill 
at Krofidori¥, and the French are encamped a- 
bout Geffen. Norhas any change happened 
lately in their reipective pofition, except by the 
detachments made, on each fide, of their ca- 
valry into quarters of cantonments.

N Friday the 24th of November 1758, it 
was refolved mem con. that the Houe

the limited time, or at leaft when the neceflity 
by which they conceived it to be occationed) 
{hould be removed ; and that it was with great 
concern the Petitioners obferved that a Bill was 
brought in for further continuing the faid pro- 
pibition, at a time when the price of all man- 
ner of grain, and particularly of wheat and 
barley, was confiderably reduced, and, as the 
titioners humbly conceived, at a reafonabie 
medium; and reprefenting the great lofs which, 
the petitioners alledged, themielves and many 
traders and artificers dependent upon them, 
mutt fuftain, in cafe the faid Bill fhould be paffed 
into a law; and therefore praying the Houfe

than the petition from the Diitillers ; for it was 
orcered to lie upon the table, until the report

and as they generally inhabit near the coaft,

From what was thus urged, they faid, they 


did not intend to excuf, ‘much lefs to argue in 
favour of the exceffive ule of malt fpirits: fuch 
excefs they allowed to be prejudicial to the mo- 
rals, as wellas to the health of the people, and 
therefore they would be ready, not only to ap- 
prove, but to affift in enforcing any regulations 
which the Parliament might think proper to 
make, for preventing fuch excets. But trom 
the abufe no argument could bedrawn againit 
the ule, with retpect to malt fpirits, no more 
than with refpect to any other neceflary or con- 
veniency of life. The exceffive ule of common 
beer, or of good Englith ale, was prejudicial 
both to the health and the morals of the people, 
as well as the exceffive ufe of malt fpirits, and 
the former was the caufe of many extravagan- 
cies, and even crimes, as well as the latter; 
yet no one ever thought of putting an end to 
tie trade of brewing, in order to prevent the 
exceflive ule of brewed liquors: why then 
thould we put an end to the trade of diftilling, 


in order to prevent the exceffive ufe of diftilled 
liquors ? : 


A fecond argument in favour of the diftillery 


was thus ftated ;.in all parts of Great Britain 
there are fome parcels of land that can produce 
nothing to advantage but a coarfe fort of barley 
called big, which fort of grain is neither fit for 
brewing, nor for being made into vread ; 
but may be made very good ufe of in the diftil- 
lery, and is therefore bought up by the Diftil- 
lers at an encouraging price, by which many 
Farmers - enabled to pay a higher rent to 
their Land 

fible for them to afford. And likewife in all 
parts of Great Britain there are every year fome 
parcels of evety fort of grain produced, which 
by unfeafonabie weather, or by fome other ac- 
cident, are rendered unfit for our brewery, or 
for being made into any fort of bread. When 


ords, than it would be otherwife pof- 


this happens to a large parcel, perhaps of the 


beft fort of wheat, it 1sa great misfortune to the 


or Farmer, and to many of them would be 


infurmountable, were it not for our diftillery ; 
but as a good fort of fpirit may be made from 


fpoiled corn, the Diftiller interpofes between the 
unfortunate Farmer and impending ruin; by 


allowing him a moderate price for what he muft 


otherwifé have thrown into his dunghill, 
Therefore, in compaffion to the poor Farmers, 
as well as for the benefit of our Landholders, 
our Diftillers ought to be allowed to make low 
wines or yar at leait from thofe forts of grain 
that are fit for no other ule. 

And a third argument in favour of the diftil- 
lery, was drawn from the neceffity we are under 
to export malt fpirits, or what is called Gin, in 
fome of the branches of our foreign commerce, 
particularly in our trade to Africa; for in that 
trade, an affortment of a cargo, proper for the 
market upan the coaft of Africa, cannot be 
made up without a large quantity of gin. The 
natives there are fo fond of this liquor, that 
they will not deal with you, unlefs you can not 
only fell them fome of it, but alfo make large 
prefents of it to their Kings or chief Rulers. 
This commodity, therefore, we muft either
